RETIRES FROM USDA LAB 


Dr, Michael J. Copley, direetor 
of the Western Utilization Re- 
search and Development Diwvi- 
sion, U.S. Department of Agrieul- 
ture, with headquarters at $00 
Buchanan Street, Albany, retired

Oct. 31, after 21 years of service 
in that position. 

The organization he has direct- 
ed comprises the Western Re- 
gional Research Laboratory in 
Albany, the Fruit and Vegetable 
Chemistry Laboratory in Pasa- 
dena, and field stations in Ha- 
waii and in the State of Wash- 
ington, The. staff consists of 
about 500 scientists, engineers, 
and other personnel. It is one 
of five Regional divisions of the 
Agricultural Research Service of 
the U/S. Department of Agricul- 
ture which, in addition to seeking 
new and improved products and 
processes, conduct basic research 
that lays the groundwork for de 
velopments in better foods and 
feeds and in wider uses for agri- 
cultural products. 

Under Dr. Copley’s administra- 
tion the division has attained a 
position of world leadership in 
Many areas of agricultural and 
food research. Among its devel- 
opments which have been adopt- 
ed by industry are a process for 
making woolen materials shrink- 
proof; new wheat products for 
developing countries, which have 
helped to decrease our surplus of 
wheat; improvements in frozen 
foods and dehydrated fruits and 
vegetables; better protection for 
nutritive values in dehydrated 
forages, with new opportunities 
for export trade; major contri- 
butions to the problem of pas- 
teurization of egg products; and 
basic researches on the chemistry 
of flavors. On many occasions 
industrial groups have formally 
commended Dr. Copley and the 
Western Division for its work. 

Most noteworthy of various 
awards Dr. Copley has received 
are the Distinguished Service 
award of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture in 1966 and the Nich- 
olas Appert award of the Insti- 
tute of Food Technologists in 
1967. The latter ranks among 
the most distiguished awards 
that food scientists can receive. 

Dr. Copley is a native of West 
Virginia and received his doctoral 
degree in physical chemistry 
from the University of Dlinois in 
1929. He was a faculty member 
there for 10 years, leaving to be- 
come head of the Physical Divi- 
sion of the Eastern Utilization Re- 
search Division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in Philadel- 
phia, Pa. From that position he 
came to Albany in 1947 to be 
come Director of the Western 
Division. 

Dr. and Mrs. Copley are resi- 
dents of Berkeley and have two 
sons. The older son, Stephen, re- 
ceived his doctorate from Uni- 
versity of California in 1963, and 
lives in Madison, Conn., where 
he is research engineer for a 
manufacturer of aircraft equip 
ment. Their younger son, Tom, 
is a graduate student at Penn 
State University. Mrs. Copley is 
a native of Illinois and a gradu- 
ate of the University of Illinois.
